DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 4-8, 1 0, 1 2-1 6 are allowed. 
Claims 4, 1 3 and 1 6 are the independent claims. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

3. Applicant's invention is directed towards a mixing system with a separate control 
means for determining what user input values are actually entered into the mixer. Mixing 
units are well known in the art at the time of the invention as evidenced by McKinley Jr 
(4479240). In addition remote control inputs and collaborative sessions in a mixing 
system are well known in the art as evidenced by Cresci et al (7245727) and Hans et al 
(20040024478) respectively. 

However Examiner could not find prior art that teaches or provides a reason to combine, 
Claim 4, "...assigning unit.. .assigning a parameter to the operating pieces based on the 
received authorization parameter information... wherein the mixing unit a) receives the 
authorization parameter identifying information and b) restricts operating a function of 
the simple control unit to only the authorization parameter. 

Examiner could not find prior art that teaches or provides a reason to combine: 
Claim 13, "...wherein the mixing unit a) receives the authorization parameters from the 
first control unit and b) restricts operating a function of the mixing by the second control 
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unit and in response to the authorization parameters, such that a user of the second 
control unit is restricted from applying control parameters that are not among said 
selected subset." 

Examiner could not find prior art that teaches or provides a reason to combine: 
Claim 1 6, a deciding unit that passes the desired value to the mixing unit if the 
desired value of the given parameter is within a user-specified subset of the range 
associated with the given parameter and that does not pass the desired value to the 
mixing unit if the desired value is not within the user-specified subset of the range."
